Repudiation is always a danger, and will be until the 
War Bonds are repaid. Other nations, in financial straits, 
have tried it. America has toyed with the idea on various 
occasions. 
1 he Roosevelt administration does not have a spot­ 
less record on the subject of repudiation. When the gold 
clause was stricken from national securities, a great many

to repudiate an even larger fraction of the bonds. 
At no time in history has it ever been more to the 
pocketbook interest of more American citizens to demand 
a national administration which will stand by its financial 
guns.

mortgage his resources; that he is sufficiently ecnomical 
in his national expenditures so that his tax program per­ 
mits funding the war debt; and that he has a long-term 
financial program looking to coming out of debt, not get­ 
ting in deeper. 
Repudiation is always a danger, and will be until the 
| War Bonds are repaid. Other nations, in financial straits, 
have tried it. America has toyed with tile idea on various 
occasions. 
I he Roosevelt administration does not have a spot­ 
less rec Ord on the subject of repudiation. When the gold 
clause* was stricken from national securities, a great many 


Americans deplored the breach of a specific promise. 
I ewer seemed to understand that the net effect was to pay 
off these securities on the basis of sixty cents on the dollar. 
If the New Deal were to repeat this experiment, the 
effect on holders of War Bonds would be to give them 
only $1 5 for $25 War Bonds, $30 for the $50 bonds, and 


s o o n . 
A s already bas been shown, inflation could be used 
to repudiate an even larger fraction of the bonds. 
At no time in history has it ever been more to the 
pocketbook interest ol more American citizens to demand 
a national administration which will stand by its financial 
guns.
